Animal  Rights  Unless  you  watched  the  world  news  on  television  on  about  December 

21,  1988,  you  probably  missed  this  item  because  major  newspapers 
did  not  consider  these  actions  newsworthy.  The  Washington  Post 


and  the  Washington  Times  are  two  examples.  Animal  rights 
activists  (Animal  Liberation  Front)  who  were  protesting  fur  sales, 
claimed  responsibility  for  firebombing  four  exclusive  department 
stores  in  England.  Harrods,  and  Selfridges,  in  London  were 
slightly  damaged,  but  Dingles,  in  Plymouth,  was  severely  damaged 
by  a  small  incendiary  device.  Dingles  owners  said  it  would  take 
two  years  and  millions  of  dollars  to  rebuild  the  store.  A  caller 
provided  information  so  police  could  locate  and  defuse  a  bomb  in 
Rackham's  department  store  in  Birmingham.  Police  also  defused  a 
bomb  at  the  London  offices  of  Fur  Review  magazine.  Not  bad  for 
one  night's  work.  You,  too,  can  learn  how  to  make  incendiary 
devices  by  getting  a  copy  of  the  article  in  which  Animal 
Liberation  Front  personnel  are  stated  to  be  interviewed  by  a  David 
Taggart.  Interviews  generally  do  not  include  diagrams  and 
instructions  of  bombs,  but  the  interview  technique  appears  to  be  a 
useful  method  of  distributing  terrorist  material  without  anyone 
taking  responsibility  for  the  contents.
